WASHINGTON (AP) - Eight persons who were fined 
$200 each for staging a naked demonstration aganist 
commercialized sex are seeking a Supreme Court 
ruling that it is not unlawfully lewd to be publicly 
nude. Freedom of speech means freedom to strip, 
they contend.The five women and three men, then 
students at lowa’s Grinnell College, disrobed before 
about 80 people at a sex education lecture Feb. 5, 
1969. They protested the presence of Brice Draber, a 
representative of Playboy Magazine there to discuss 
the “Playboy philosophy.” 

They shucked their garments, according to their 
appeal, “in order to display the depth of their 
opposition and to demonstrate they were not 
opposed to nudity, per se, but to the commercial 
exploitation of the human body and sexual 
relationships. They carried placards and sang a song 
with a religious theme. After about 10 minutes of the 
nude-in they put their clothes back on. 

The Grinnell 8 were convicted of violating an iowa 
law against “open and gross lewdness"’ or indecent 
exposure. They were fined the maximum $200 each. 
Their appeal to the lowa Supreme Court was turned 
down 5 to 3 with one abstention

How does the “disruption” policy benefit the national health, safety 
or interest? To pose this question is to ask, in effect, whether th 
“disruption” policy is authorized by the Selective Service 
regulations. In this reporter’s opinion it is not. One court. however, ha 
recently decided otherwise. In Hackney v. Hershey the federal tr: 
court for the middle district of North Carolina held that LBM No. 64 
valid 

The case involved a C.O. with both skills and experience in laboratory 
research, and related medical fields 
inhalation therapist supervisor at the New York University Medica 
Center. His work had been approved as acceptable civilian work in thd 
national health, safety, and interest by both the state directors fo 
North Carolina (where the C.O.’s draft board was) and New York Cit 
(where the Medical Center was) 

The draft board disagreed. It noted in the C.O.’s file: ** Local Board i 
not satisfied with job at New York University Medical Center becaus¢ 
this would not disrupt registrant’s way of life.” Incredibly enough, thé 
board assigned the C.O. to hospital work in North Carolina which thd 
court later found to be “of a routine nature which require(s] littl 
training and no formal education.” The court also found that the C.O.’ 
new work was “minimal and did not employ his capabilities, talents ane 
training ..."’ As a result a young man may sweep floors in Nort 
Carolina, while a hospital in New York goes without a specialist 

This procedure has got to stop. Officially sanctioned disruptio 
ultimately contributes to the very public attitude which Dr. Tarr calls 
tragedy. If a C.O. is forced to perform useless civilian work, will he eve 
be regarded with respect? And what does he have to show for his tw 
years of waste and degradation when his civilian work is over, and 
seeks a real job? No wonder Dr. Tarr hears stories about C.O.’s whe 
cannot support their families. 

This tragedy, which can last for years, begins with the official policy 
of disruption for disruption’s sake. You can help end this policy. Write 
to us. We have already influenced policy changes through this column 
Of course, we will not send your letters directly to Dr. Tarr.

Pacifism is not, as Mr. Austin 
suggests, a rationale for letting 
other people become 
victims neither is it a policy fora 
seizure of power. Ahimsa 
(non-violence) is, according to 
Mahatma Gandhi, “the only true 
force in life the law of our 
being.”’ (Source: Gandhi on 
Non-Violence ed by Thomas 
Morton.) 

Gandhi spent his life trying to 
teach people how to become a 
satyagrahi (one who practices 
ahimsa). He emphasized that 


non-violence is not a garment to 
put on and off at will but rather, 
a self-purification of one’s heart 
so one can truly “turn the other 
cheek.” Gandhi taught that “the 
acquisition of the spirit of 
non-resistance is a matter of long 
training in self-denial and 
appreciation of the hidden forces 
within ourselves. . it is the 
greatest force because it is the 
highest expression of the soul.” 
“Hatred can be overcome only 
by love. Counter-hatred only 
increases the surface as well as the 
depth of the hatred. . Satyagraha 
is never vindictive. ..in the 
dictionary of satyagraha there is 
no enemy Gandhi had much 
more to say on this subject, but it 
is more powerfully stated in this 
and by his autobiography 

If the pacifistic code is enough 
to make Mr. Austin vomit. then I 
am as deeply concerned with his 
health as I am with his 
understanding of such a code

“For long periods of 
my life I’ve been able to live by 
practicing these skills’’ he 
explains, ‘“‘and there is no reason 
why others shouldn’t be able to 
do so as well.” 

The school was conceived as a 
direct means of “demonstrating 
Indian philosophy as a working 
philosophy’’. There exists a 
continuity between the practical 
arts of living in wilderness or rural 
surroundings and the principles of 
ecology or relation with nature in 
the Indian manner to be taught 

Applicants for the program will 
be screened, both because of the 
difficulty of the physical regimen 
and to probe for a seriousness 
about the underlying approach to 
ecology and Indian subjects. 

“People are needed who will be 
compatible with the land and with 
their fellow human beings. They 
must be capable of learning to live 
off the land—not everyone is 
anymore. These must be people 
who will be able to go two or 
three days by themselves on the 
land without panicking.” 

‘*Those people who are 
responsive wili be given an 
opportunity to join in other 
projects and learn more of Indian 
philosophy and way of life.” 

Sites for the school wil! shift 
from place to place in Northern 
California and Oregon; as the 
classroom is the wilderness, no 
permanent location is necessary. 
A fee of $25 will be charged for 
the two-week course.

Remember the old days when a film's title gave you a clue as to the 
plot of the picture. For example: ‘All Quiet on the Western Front’ had 
to be about war; ‘Union Pacific’ concerned the great railroad of the 
same name; ‘Down to the Sea in Ships’, ‘Gentlemen Prefer Biondes’, 
‘Bridge on the River Kwai'-each title gave a I'ttle glimpse into the 
topics of the film described. 

Compare the titles above with several of recent origin ‘Can 
Heironymus Merkin ever for forget Mercy Humpe and Find True 
Happiness’ (THOSE SKILLED IN ETHNOLOGICAL MATTERS 
PLEASE EXCUSE ME), ‘Valley of the Dolls,’ ‘34,’ ‘Watermelon 
Man’—these titles offer no clue as to the content of the film. (It would 
appear that this tendency will go on for some time Tommy Smothers’ 
new film project is called ‘Mind Your Rabbit.’ 

Curiosity overcoming me, | called Twentieth-Century Fox's publicity 
department and questioned one of the execs in charge about this very 
subject. Paraphrasing his reply, (his actual words were accentuated with 
dialogue | thought had gone out with Norman Main) the reason for 
these ‘‘snappy” titles was that they will draw people into the theatres 

. | guess audiences are more responsive to the titles than to who 
made the film or the people in it, what do you think? 

Armed with this new knowledge into the intricacies of film 
promotion, | went off to review ‘Quackser Fortune Has a Cousin in the 
Bronx’. Actually, | must confess, | went more to see the acting of Gene 
Wilder than because of its title. (My hope is that 20th will forgive me 
this transgression against the world of PR.) 

Aithough the title is rather vague the reason for it is not. Quackser 
Fortune (Gene Wilder) has a cousin in the Bronx and his family use this 
as a sword of Damocies to try and force his switching of jobs. It seems 
that Quackser, who as a child made sounds like a duck, is not pursuing 
a proper career and his family want a change. And what is the job that 
causes this rift? Quackser is a manure seller. 

The film follows Quackser through the scenic, cobbled streets of 
Dublin, questing for horse-droppings and love. As it turns out, love is 
easier to come by than good horse manure. Could this be a carefully 
constructed example of cinematic symbolism? 

Wilder plays the role of the Irishman with the heart of s--- with all the 
abandon and energy the part demands. His acting conveys Quackser's 
impishness, love, loneliness and pride with sincerity and believability. 
Wilder’s portrayal of a “son of Erin” has the hoyous quality usually 
connected with turned-up shoes, rainbows and pots of gold. 

Quackser'’s feminine lead is lovely Margot Kidder, America's 
contribution to this IRISH love story. Miss Kidder is Zazel, a student at 
Trinity College, studying and doing research, and it would appear that 
it is Quackser she is doing the research on. These two frolic and fight 
through some of the loveliest scenery on earth. Miss Kidder contributes 
much to her role, both in delivery of lines and in the qdiet beauty the 
part calls for. Hers is a fresh and weicome addition to the ranks of 
young female leads that have come to fore within the last several years. 

Others in the cast include Eileen Calion and Sean Forde. Miss Callion 
plays Quackser’s Irish colleen Betsy with gaiety and warmth. Her love 
(?} scenes with Wilder are reminiscent of ‘Tom Jones’ but with more of 
the blarney. Sean Forde plays the elder Fortune. He is upset over his 
son's choice of occupation and urges Quackser to join him at the loca! 
foundry, something Quackser will not do. Mr. Forde's portrayal is 
wonderfully working class, the tie/belt gives insight into the character 
of the entire Fortune family. 

The entire cast rings as true as the bells of St, Patricks; there is a 
blending and smoothness that gives the film the look and feel of fine 
Irish linen. The catalyst that gives the cast its smoothness is the script 
by Gabrial Walsh. Waish has taken this delicate mixture of comedy and 
the human condition and balanced them in such a way as to make even 
the Great Walenda proud. 

Director Waris Hussein has taken a superb cast and excelient script and 
combined them with a mood that is as rich as an Irish brogue. Aiding 
Hussein immeasurably is the city of Dublin itself. The streets, buildings 
and countryside of this ancient city are used by the director with 
evident skill and understanding, to give a powerful and highly 
entertaining motion picture. From first frame to final credits, this film 
keeps its rhythm with nary a flaw. ‘Quackser Fortune Has a Cousin in 
the Bronx’: an excellent film with a snappy titie ... maybe there isn’t 
anything wrong with titles like this after all.
